THREE SYSTEMS OF 
COTTAGE BUILDING

Recent statements made regarding the 
system under which cottages are built by 
the Wexford County Board of Health and 
Public Assistance, to which system exception 
has been taken by members of trade unions 
not employed on the scheme, have led the 
Board to clarify the position. 

Three systems of cottage-building have 
been tried in County Wexford. The contract 
system was adopted by former rural district 
councils throughout Wexford county. This 
system allowed for contractors’ profits and 
did not give satisfactory results. A system 
of cottage erection by direct Jabour was 
initiated by the former Wexford Rural Dis- 
trict Council, and a small scheme which had 
been begun by the district council was com- 
pleted by the Board of Health. A monument 
to this scheme exists in the shape of a cot- 
tage which cost £542 to erect. 

Before the Board of Health began their 
last scheme of 500 cottages they carefully 
considered methods of erection Írom the 
peste of view of (a) provision of a sound 
ouse, and (b) the provision of a house as 
cheaply as possible, so as to enable them to 
let it without placing an undue burden upon 
the shoulders of the tenants or of the rate-
